THERE is no need of people lying awake nights in 
apprehension that the steel trust will purchase every- 
thing it is scheduled to buy. 








THE announcement of a prospective export tax of 
one shilling per ton on English coal adds interest to 
the fact that American coal is making rapid headway 
in invading the markets of the world. The figures of 
the Treasury Bureau of Statistics indicate that the coal 
exports of the fiscal year, which ends June 30th, will 
amount to about 8,000,000 tons, as against less than 
2,000,000 tons in 1890, 3,772,192 tons in 1895, and 
7,188,648 tons in 1900. 








THE fiscal year 1901 seems likely to exceed any pre- 
ceding year in its record of exports from the United 
States. the steady growth of our exports from $392,- 
000,000 in 1870 to $835,000,000 in 1880, $1,030,000,- 
000 in 1892, and $1,394,000,000 in 1900, has been a 
subject of much attention and much favorable comment, 
but it seems that 1901 is to surpass the record of the 
year 1900 and bring the export figure nearly if not quite 
to the billion and a half mark. 








Ar the annual meeting of the Association of Tech- 
nical Institutions, held in London, April 16th, Sir 
William Hart Dyke reviewed the thorough systems of 
the United States and Germany, and said it was time 
Great Britain recognized that the day of the untrained 
man had passed. When trade was again at low ebb, 
Great Britain would feel the effects of her poor system 
of education and America and Germany would press 
her still more hardly in the race for commerce. 
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A cIRCULAR sent out by a Chicago roofing supply 
house contains this clever parody: 
L:ttle drops of Soleer 
With hustling put-in 
Makes the people want you 
And brings in the “ Tin.” 
A leading range and furnace firm, in speaking of 
a home after their range had been installed, say: 
“No dust, no dirt, few ashes now 
Has she about the place; 
No clinkers, smoke, nor cinders 
Cause frowns to mar her face.” 

The time may come when an applicant for a job 
as manager of a firm’s advertising will be compelled to 
write a sample of original iambic hexameter verse or 
describe the salient features of a distich or a troche. 





Wuat is the best way for the retail 
dealer to combat catalogue house com- 
petition? The commercial traveler says: 
“Push the sale of our goods.” Some 
Competition. dealers say: “Boycott the manufacturer 

who sells to these houses.” Some advo- 
cate the establishment of fixed retail prices by the man- 
ufacturers. Some think the jobbers should take this 
up. All retailers, whatever their shades of belief, must 
agree that these concerns should be kept from illegiti- 
imate competition. Of course, these supply houses are 
on the qui vive to save wherever they get a chance. 
They have tried to use the new system of rural free 
delivery by sending packages of their catalogues, cir- 
culars, etc., to the rural carriers in bulk, having them 
deliver them along their route for a small compensa- 
tion. This, of course, effects quite a saving in postal 
rates, besides obviating the difficulty of obtaining lists 
of names of patrons of the various postoffices. 

There is no question but it is a good thing for the 
supply people, but how about its legality. We referred 
this question to A. M. Mackin, superintendent of the 
rural free delivery, postoffice department, Washington, 
D. C., and he has made this ruling on this point: 

“While carriers are permitted to deliver to and col- 
lect from patrons packages of merchandise, they are 
not permitted to circulate hand bills, advertising circu- 
lars, or catalogues, unless the proper postage thereon 
is prepaid.” 

There is no equivocation about this. The head of the 
rural free delivery department has said plainly that his 
carriers are not permitted to circulate catalogues unless 
the proper postage thereon is prepaid. Every hardware 
dealer should make his fellow merchants acquainted 
with this ruling, and when a big bunch of unad- 
dressed catalogues, accompanied by a check for the rural 
mail carrier, strikes their vicinity they should let the 
carrier know that he is putting his foot in it and is 
committing an infraction of the postal laws that is 
likely to cost him his position in carrying out the 
brazen behests of the Chicago catalogue house. It is 


only by a general individual effort that catalogue house 
tactics can be checkmated. If this house try this game 


in your neck of the woods, Mr. Dealer, don’t kick, but 
act. Tell the carrier that if he tries the double bare- 
back act, with one foot in Uncle Sam’s business and 
the other as a supply house tool, he will land on the 
ground precious quick, and you will make it your busi- 
ness to see he lands good and hard at that.

This is un- 
doubtedly the drawing card, and the non-church goer 
might accuse the congregation of sacrilege, rather than 
a divine worship of God according to the meek and lowly 
Nazarene.

After viewing for some time the great pile of gran- 
ite, its beautiful leaded windows and gilded spire, I 
turned to the handiwork of God, set forth in the great, 
towering elms, the grass and plant growths of the park, 
just taking on the summer garb after a long winter rest.

THE POOR AND THE CHURCH. 

Thousands upon thousands of poor people never 
enter the great temples of worship because they are so 
poorly clad they would find no welcome. Their’s would 
be a chilly reception, sadly out of tune with the greet- 
ings of the multitude who sought Christ. Why are 
these things so? If man has been made the image of 
his creator, why is he so warped in his little soul? 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES ON THE CURB. 

Hundreds of poor people -gather upon the street 
corners when the Salvation Army comes hither (these 
by no means are the poorest of our fellows), and too 
often the Salvationist’s story or his song is the only 
praise of God many poor mortals ever hear. Why, then, 
ridicule the street evangelist who comes with sounding 
brass and cymbal, carrying the American colors and, in 
his own way, the word of God to the masses who choose 
to stop and listen ? 

THE YOUNG WOMAN AT THE CIGAR STAND. 

Within the hotel was the usual news stand, with 
its accompaniment of periodicals, newspapers, cigars, 
dice box, dice and slot machines, covering all the petty 
gambling devices commonly found in such places. Pre- 
siding over this department was a young woman of some- 
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what mature years, rather attractive in appearance, 
pleasing as a conversationalist, her actions and conversa- 
tion denoting her above the average in intelligence and 
refinement. 

TRADE WAS GOOD. 

As she informed me, she came on duty soon after 
8 a. m., and:remained during most of the hours until 
11 p.m. Several times during the day and at 9 p. m., 
when going to my room, I saw small groups of younger 
men at the counter shaking dice, playing sundry games 
of chance, all in a more or less hilarious mood. 

NOT WOMAN’S SPHERE. 

It may be, and is, necessary to have reading matter, 
for the mind should be fed as well as the body. It may 
be necessary to have cigars and to smoke them, but 
two things struck me as being decidedly out of place 
and uncalled for, the gambling devices and a young 
lady to preside over the work and as entertainer. 

A MORAL WRONG. : 

If it be necessary to have these places and these 
things, with all their games of chance, let not man lower 
the dignity of womanhood by asking that she do this 
work. 

Possibly it’s for greater gain, less wages paid, less 
expense in other ways, that induces the placing of 
women in these positions. Be that as it may, it is wrong, 


morally wrong, and should be condemned by all. 


WOMAN SHOULD BE SAFEGUARDED. 

I have always advocated the upbuilding of woman- 
hood, her elevation, not degradation. If she shall do 
man’s work, give her man’s wages. Surround her in 
every position where placed with good, wholesome, pure 
associations. “Evil communications corrupt good mor- 
als.” Good communications, good surrounding in- 
fluences.are likely to benefit corrupt morals. 

What gentleman, what man, young or old, would like 
to have his sister, possibly wife or daughter, filling such 
a position, with such surroundings, during the long 
hours of any day, particularly the so-called Lord’s 
day? 

A DAY OF LEISURE. 

For people who labor, whose bread comes through 
toil, the Sunday is about the only day possible. for any 
sort of leisure, recreation, amusement, or to view the 
works of God as foretold in the book of nature. 

I am no advocate of a stiff, cramped Sunday, of 
long hours spent inside of great church edifices, listen- 
ing to long, tedious orthodox sermons, full of unintelli- 
gence, where man preaches for the money there is in it, 
where the discordant strains of music (?) from dozens 
of throats grate harshly upon the ears of an attentive 
audience, but I do advocate a Sunday of rest, reasonable 
recreation and amusement, wherein all men, women and 
children can go out and enjoy nature in all her fullness ; 
of seasons in their time, listen to the song birds, see 
the green tree, the plant and vegetable growth, and look 
out upon the great earth in all its purity, as God in- 
tended. The former teaches largely of fear of God, 
the latter love of God and adoration for his handi- 
work. 

A PLEA FOR FREEDOM. 

Give us less of pomp, less of stiffness, less of this 
high, rich church service, whose very building, sur- 
roundings, furnishings, dress of patrons, exclude the 
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humble poor. Give us more of freedom, more of purity, 
more of simplicity in church going, more and better 
opportunities for learning, better cultivation of the 
moral influences of life, more the brotherhood of man, 
less of the god of riches, and the world and its people 
will be the better for it. 

Give us more of human rights and less commer- 
cialism. Let us seek to make the love of liberty, rather 
than the greed of gain, the ruling spirit of American 
social, civic and national life. 

ANTE IS DOWN ON FRIEND MORGAN. 

If there is any one thing to make me tired, it’s this 
great stock gambler, this great manipulator, trust organ- 
izer, this converter (through manipulations) of other 
people’s substance to his own uses (or the syndicates he 
represents ). 

Morgan has but lately crossed the ocean. Upon the 
vessel were two professional gamblers, men who are 
deft at handling cards, dealing aces, flushes and royal 
flushes. There were other passengers, rich American 
nabobs, who were going over to Europe to spend some 
of their cash, cash possibly earned in stock gambling, 
in board of trade squeezes, cutting the hog, ice trusts, 
corners in wheat, corn, etc. They, of course, entered into 
the game. Why? To add a few possible hundreds to 
possible stocks gained in parallel ventures. But, no, 
they lost. Stocks, not cards, was their forte; the gam- 
blers could not, the passengers must, lose. 


GAMBLERS FORCED TO DISGORGE. 

With Morgan it was different. He sat down, took 
one small look at the small professional gamblers, and 
was horrified to find they had arranged a sure thing. 
He squealed, denounced them to the other passengers, 
and the small fry gamblers were compelled to disgorge, 
give up the money, money as legitimately earned as 
perhaps, any of the Morgan earnings; but because they 
did not' get a million, five, ten or fifty millions, in the 
eyes of J. P. M., their’s was a crime; they must dis- 
gorge. 

GAMBLING AND SPECULATION. 

In the Morgan light there is a penalty for petty 
gambling, the gain of one, two or three thousand from 
men as willing to enter the game as the gambler, but 
in the Wall street game, where J. Pierpont Morgan is 
king, the stakes contingent upon a single turn run into 
the hundreds of thousands and millions, and come from 
thesmaller fry who set in with the larger gambler. There 
is a premium, a tone of large respectability, and J. Pier- 
pont will enter the great Church of England, be ush- 
ered to the most magnificent front pew, and worship ( ?) 
God in the fullness of his hear (?), all the time upper- 
most in his mind the thought of how he can turn stocks 
and add more millions to his wealth. 

WE FEAR ANTE IS EMBITTERED. 

And this is the Christianity of the twentieth cen- 
tury. The great bells toll the hour, people who dress in 
silks and satins, ride in fine carriages, enter into the 
magnificent structures, hear the word of God preached 
by a high-salaried preacher, listen to a paid choir of 
many discordant voices, and all is well, though much 
of the cash that builded the magnificent edifice and fur- 
nished it may have come from just such earnings as 
Morgan is making.

Crowning the achievements 
of the architects and artists, the sculptors, the land- 
scape architects and the hydraulic engineer will be the 











the hydraulic and fountain effects, there being in all 
the courts large pools of water into which hundreds of 
fountains will throw their sparkling streams. As a 
third feature, may be mentioned the horticultural and 
garden effects. In all the courts and upon the grounds 
outside the buildings will be a very elaborate decorative 
arrangement of beautiful lawns and gardens. As a 
fourth feature, may be noted the plastic ornamentation 








work of the electrician. It is he who will complete the 
magnificent picture when at night he imparts the ex- 
quisite radiance of wonderful electric lighting effects to 
the marvelous picture. More than 200,000 electric 
lamps will be used in the illumination of the courts 
of the Pan-American Exposition. Never before has such 
a work been undertaken upon so grand a scale. 

In all the exhibit divisions the Pan-American Ex- 
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position will be very complete. It is the aim of the ex- 
position to show the progress of the nineteenth century 
in the western world. The exhibits will be gathered 
from all the principal states and countries of the 
western hemisphere and the new island possessions of 
the United States government. Special efforts are being 
made to bring together exhibits of exceptional novelty 
and of the highest educational value. 

The Machinery Building covers an area of about 
four acres, and will contain a very wonderful display 
of modern machinery of American invention, showing 
the progress that has been made within the last few 
years. The large amount of automatic and special ma- 
chinery used in American factories and mills will form 
a most interesting study to all who are interested in the 
products of the western world. The transportation ex- 
hibits will include all of the very latest specimens of 
locomotives, cars and railroad appliances. These will 
be sheltered in a special building in connectiow with 
the large railway station at the northern end of the ex- 
position grounds. The ordnance exhibits will be made 
in connection with the machinery exhibits, and will 
show very remarkable progress in the manufacture of 
ordnance in the western world. This department is dis- 
tinct from the war and naval exhibits of the Federal 
government, and will be sheltered in a special building. 

The United States government is spending $500,- 
000 upon its group of three great buildings and the ex- 
hibits to be contained in them. The several departments 
of the government will make very complete displays, 
and in addition to these will be new exhibits from the 
Hawaiian and Philippine islands, Tutuila, Guam, Por- 
to Rico and Cuba. Among the more important features 
will be the great exhibit of fishes, the weather bureau, 
exhibits fgom the mint, naval and war exhibits and many 
others. Of particular interest will be the big gun ex- 
hibit—a group of three immense pieces of ordnance 
being mounted immediately at the north of the main 
government building. 
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WHY ARE CATALOGUE AND IIAIL ORDER 
HOUSES SUCCESSFUL ?

NO DENIAL OF SUCCESS. 


The above question has doubtless been asked by 
many hardware dealers, among themselves or by others 
who have given the subject any consideration at all. 
There is no denying the fact that they are successful, 
as each year they add to their holdings, either in in- 
creased stocks, larger buildings, more liberal advertis- 
ing and greater volume of business. This being the 
case there must be some valid reason for it, and perhaps 
by a closer view at the situation the hardware dealer 
may discover some point which will interest him and 
help him to increase his business by adopting similar 
measures, and this is our purpose in this article. 

LARGE STOCKS ARE CARRIED. 

Let us glance through their catalogue and we find 
an amazing large variety of goods. These goods are 
actually carried in stock, as any one can readily satisfy 
himself by going through their departments. This 
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would indicate to us that an immense assortment is 
necessary to please the demands of the average buyer. 
The dealer often thinks if he carries one line of goods, 
which, in his judgment, is good, there is no need of 
carrying any other variety. His judgment of the 
article required may suit him, but would not suit 
Farmer Brown, and he would lose a sale. It is not nec- 
essary to have a great quantity of any one article, but 
be sure to have an assortment, »“ that all requirements 
may be met. 


ACCURATE INFORMATION IS GIVEN. 


Again, look through the catalogue and read the 
descriptions. They are given very carefully. Number, 
sizes, weight, and all desired information is carefully 
noted so that the customer can know positively just 
what the article he is ordering will be. How often does 
it happen that the dealer does not himself know just 
what are the good points in the article he is offering 
for sale. He cannot talk with the earnestness of con- 
viction for the simple reason that he does not know. 
A little application to the catalogue furnished by the 
manufacturer or jobber would give considerable in- 
formation which is not now observed whatever. 


AN APPEARANCE OF CHEAPNESS. 


Once more look at the catalogue and compare 
prices. Goods are sold very close. Often leaders are 
male of the more staple articles so as to give the cata- 
logue tae appearance as though everything in it was 
sold at less than cost. But suc’ is not the case. We 
need not here particularize, although it would be easy 
so to do. A word to the wise is sufficient. Just think 
a bit about this and you will form your own conclu- 
sion. 

PRESIDENT WRITES THE ADVERTISEMENTS. 

Then again, the goods and the house are well ad- 
vertised.: Not spasmodically, but regularly, continually, 
everlastingly, and every “ad” is made a telling one. 
In one of the large catalogue houses the president him- 
self writes every advertisement. Read them, and if 
they do not give you a clear idea of what is offered for 
sale we have been misinformed. How many ads in our 
local papers do we see something like this: “For stoves 
call on Jones, the hardware man. Large assortment, 
lowest prices on earth.” That is as good as saying the 
stars are bigger than the moon, but we don’t say which 
particular star is the one referred to. Why not make an 
ad read like this: 
18-inch oven, high closet and enameled flush-top reser- 
voir, planished steel, asbestos lined, well riveted, which 
we are offering at the special price of $30.00, for a few 
days only.” This would tell what kind of range is 
offered at a special price, and would be definite. Gentle- 
men, let us be definite in our advertisements. We can 
then expect results, otherwise all “ads” are like shoot- 
ing at rabbits with powder only, instead of powder and 
shot.

SHIPMENTS ARE VERY PROMPT. 


Prompt shipments are made by the mail order 
houses. No one can deny this who has ever had any 
dealing with them. Promptness characterizes this line 
of business. Prompt replies to inquiries, either in mat- 
ter of price or in regard to any information whatever. 
We often know of dealers who are not prompt. They 
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take a job and say it will be done in a certain time, 
but they cannot be relied on. They lack promptness— 
some other job detracts them from finishing the one in 
hand, or they must attend a lodge meeting or some 
trivial excuse hinders. The customer perhaps has 
waited several days, comes into town from one to ten 
miles distance, and is disappointed. He might not say 
much, but his thoughts regarding the dealer’s reliabil- 
ity would not read well if put in cold print. It is a 
well-known fact that all orders delivered to any depart- 
ment in the mail order house must be filled inside of 
two hours unless the article is not to be had in the city, 
when it is omitted in the shipment with the following 
explanation : 

“Articles scratched are out of’stock at present. 
We omit in preference to delaying your shipment and 
trust this will meet your approval. Please include in 
your next order.” : 

“Or if unable to supply the exact article desired, 
another is substituted with the following explanation: 
“No. .... are all sold and we are unable to obtain more 
at present. Rather than disappoint you by omitting 
we take liberty in submitting No. ..... . 
SUBSTITUTION WITHOUT EXPLANATION. 


We have known dealers who omit and substitute 
without any explanation, and frequently customers get 
the idea that a cheaper article has been sent, when in 
reality a higher priced one was put in so as to please 
him, but as no explanation is given he often does not 
know he has been favored. 

REFUNDING. 

If goods are not exactly as represented they may 
be returned at the expense of the mail order house, 
who will refund the money paid so that the customer is 
not out one cent. This seems an extraordinary strong 
statement, but is a fact nevertheless. Is is a known 
fact that these houses never quibble with their trade 
regarding the transportation charges if goods are found 
to be in any way defective or not up to the catalogue de- 
scription. Their correspondents are instructed to be 
very courteous to all customers who have any complaint, 
to make liberal adjustments, pay all expense, so that the 
customer is fully satisfied that it is the desire and am- 
bition of the house to please him, and that they will 
leave no stone unturned to have them retain his con- 
fidence and good will. 

DEALERS DILATORY IN REFUNDING. 

How often do dealers fail here. When a matter 
comes up that requires speedy adjustment the dealer 
will hem and haw, and put off settling the matter right 
then and there. The customer has bought an ax which 
the dealer has warranted. It has a flaw and he returns 
it. Then there is a regular set-to before the customer 
is fixed up so that he can go home pleased. How much 
nicer it would have been had the dealer said: “Well, 
Mr. Brown, I am very sorry the ax proved a failure, 
and hope you have not been seriously inconvenienced by 
the same. Will you have another ax or your money?” 
We are sure it would help matters very much and the 
customer’s confidence and trade would be retained, 
which, after all, is what we are in business for. 

MAIL ORDER HOT AIR. 


Read all letters sent out by a mail order house and 





they are mostly form letters, and you will find a great 
many expressions like the following: 

“Your valued order received.” 

“Replying to your esteemed favor.” 

“We assure you of our appreciation of your valued 
inquiry and trust to be favored with your order, which 
will command our prompt attention.” Etc. 

All letters contain sentences which inform the cus- 
tomer of the high appreciation his order commands. 
In other words, are filled with “hot air.” 

SYSTEM IN MAIL ORDER HOUSE. 


Considering that the average daily receipt of mail 
in one of the large catalogue houses amounts to forty 
thousand letters, it is surprising how quickly each letter 
is answered—each order filled and all business promptly 
transacted. This is owing to the excellent system which 
is carried on. A system has been devised and every one 
in the house is instructed in his or her part of the 
system, and under no consideration must there be any 
variance. Hence it is possible to get through with this 
amount of work per day. 

EVERYTHING IS JUMBLED. 


Compare this to some of our dealers. There is no 
system about anything. No regular time for opening, 
for closing, for going to meals, but everything is all 
jumbled up to whatever slight accident may overtake 
him. 

In conclusion, let us say: 

First—Carry a large assortment. 

Second—Post yourself and give accurate descrip- 
tion. 

Third—Make low prices 

Fourth—Keep well and definitely advertised. 

Fifth—Make prompt delivery. 

Sixth—Make prompt reply to all inquiries. 

Seventh—Make liberal adjustments of claims for 
error or damage. 

Eighth—Do not haggle over a small charge for ex- 
pense. 

Ninth—Give your customer plenty of “hot air.” 

Tenth—Plan a system of conducting your business 
and adhere to it. 

And may you be successful.

POSSIBLE ADVANC& IN WESTERN STOVE 
PRICES. 


The outlook for higher stove prices in western ter- 
ritory is very favorable. Manufacturers are not taking 
on orders for shipment later than July 31st, except at 
an advance of 5 per cent over present prices. Stove 
manufacturers point out that pig iron and other ma- 
terials entering into the manufacture of these goods 
have gone up an advance in stove prices sometime be- 
tween now and July 31 is extremely probably, and 
hence the advance in the terms at which stoves are 
shipped at dates later than July 31st is merely to cover 
probable advances. One manufacturer said: “This 
proviso is not made with any idea of scaring the trade, 
but merely to protect the manufacturers.”

SHEET METAL WORK ON BUILDINGS. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

In many towns a few brick buildings are put up by 
ordinary contractors and bricklayers without consulting 
architects. Little or no attention is paid to ornamental 
features in their construction, and a tinner with taste 
and ingenuity, coupled with energy, has an opportunity 
to build up quite an addition to his business by supply- 
ing window caps, cornice, etc., which will add much to

the appearance of a plain brick building, and thus en- 
hance its value. There is no reason why, in many 
cases, the tinner should not make this work instead of 
buying it. 

Sheet metal window caps can be made so as to be 
nailed to the brick work, being made two or four inches 
larger on either side than the opening, so as to avoid 
having the iron run back to the wooden frame. If the 
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caps are put on as the building is being erected, it is no 
trouble to have the inside of the cap extend back so as to 
be nailed to the outside of the window frame, and the 
space between filled in with brick. There are many 
styles of caps that have little work on them that re- 
quires a cornice brake, and in those that do the joints 
are so short that, if light iron is used, the bending 
could be done over the corner of a bench that is faced 
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with iron or steel, as at least one bench could be in 
every shop. The iron can be held in place while bend- 
ing by using clamps, such as are used by various wagon 
makers. 

To make a moulding, the next step is to bend the 
iron over a wooden or iron former, which can be 
fastened to the bench in any convenient way. I have 
seen good mouldings, for a canopy or range, made in an 
ordinary tin shop. 

A number of designs of window caps and sills are 
given, such as require little forming, or brake work, 
yet they are ornamental enough for most buildings, and 
more so than many made of stone, while they can be 
made much cheaper and yet afford a handsome profit 
to the maker. The designs given are drawn to the scale 
of 34-inch to one foot. The top of the sills should ex- 
tend back under the window frame so as to keep out 
the water. 

The cap in Fig. 1, can be made without a keystone 
and yet look well. The side A has a panel raised about 
one inch. The piece for the panel is cut out and a strip 
soldered on and then joined to the cap. The other 
side A is intended to be of plain iron and ornamented 
with a scroll, behind which fine iron wire netting can 
be soldered. To describe the outer segment A, the 
dividers are set at A, and for A at A. Side views are 
given of the drops and keystone. 

Fig. 2 is a cap that can be used for almost any 
kind of a window, square, segment, or half circle top. 
Two styles of mouldings are given. This can be greatly 
improved by the addition of stamped leaves and a top 
ornament. Homo.

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Trade Report. 









IRON AND STEEL. 

The contrast between the markets of today and 
those of a year ago is notable. All forms of iron and 
steel were then $6 or $8 a ton higher in price than now, 
but in most lines the highest point had been reached 
and passed, and prices were slowly settling back to the 
normal level. Bessemer and foundry irons had declined 
to a considerable amount, the decline amounting to 
about 25c or 50c a week and extending over several 
months ; merchant bars had been cut $5 a ton and other 
lines showed the weakness of the market and the lack 
of demand. Just a year ago the American Steel & 
Wire Co., finding that it had a large stock of goods on 
hand, with a limited demand for them, cut prices sharp- 
ly $18 a ton an annealed fence wire and $20 a ton on 
its other products, and as other manufacturers followed 
suit the market was speedily shaken out to its lowest 
level. 

At present market conditions are just the reverse. 
Prices, instead of being very high and with a stub- 
born tendency downward, are now on a reasonable level 
and have an almost irresistible tendency upward, in 
spite of the efforts of the most conservative producers ; 
while demand, which was lacking a year ago, is now so 
urgent that premiums are paid in almost every line for 
quick delivery. All lines, bars, sheets, plates, structural 
shapes, rails, nails, wire, billets, scrap and pig iron share 
in the urgent demand, while in no branch of the trade 
is there any weakness in prices apparent. 

Exports of iron and steel, especially steel rails, 
continue. Baltimore reports that the Caprivi, from that 
port to Norway, took out 1,678 tons steel rails and 95 
tons railroad material, while the Europe, also from 
Baltimore, took 376 tons steel rails for London. From 
this port the Catania, for Santos, had 829 tons steel 
rails, 75 tons railroad material, and 52 tons wire; the 
Inchmona, for South Africa, had 505 tons rails and 46 
tons railroad material; the Fernbank, for Australia, 
had 249 tons iron, bar iron and iron pipe ; the Ollargen, 
for Santander, had 292 tons car material, and the 
Wray Castle, for Australia, had 349 tons wire, plates 
and nails.

$2.55.

Barb wire continues in active demand. Carload 
lots of painted are quoted at $2.75, and smaller 
quantities are listed at $2.85. Galvanized barb wire is 
$3.05 in carload lots, and $3.15 in smaller lots.

The market on augers and bits is in good condi- 
tion, and the smaller trade receive open quotations of 
70 per cent off.

Small lots of cut nails from stock are still quoted 
at $2.35.
